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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's arguments have been fully 
considered, however, they are not persuasive. The applicant argues that Wolber is silent about assigning a display type to the data type of 
the data. The examiner respectfully disagrees. As shown in Figure 3, there's a plurality of data types, such as "Real" and "Formula", 
displayed in box 204 and 212 respectively; furthermore, box 204 and 212 each displays the data according to their respective display type, 
i.e. box 204 displays the "Real" data type using the display type of displaying a real number "454" and box 212 displays the "Formula" data 
type using the display type of displaying the formula "2*A+3". Therefore, since the data type of Real and Formula are shown in Figure 3 
with the displayed data in the corresponding display type, the examiner respectfully argues that Wolber teaches "assigning display types to 
data types". The applicant further argues that Wolber merely teaches type conversion, which does not set or re-set the value stored in the 
storage location denoted by the variable name. The examiner respectfully disagrees. As a first note, the claim language do not specifically 
require that the value stored in the storage location denoted by a variable name be set or re-set, but merely recites "assigning the 
transmitted data of the process installation that is to be displayed to certain, stored data type". Wolber teaches that incoming/transmitted 
data can be automatically converted to an acceptable type. Therefore, when the data is received, the data is assigned a new data type 
since it is converted from a previous type to an acceptable type already in the system. In view of the above, the examiner respectfully 
maintains the present rejections as the amendments and arguments have not placed the application in condition for allowance. 
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
